The 400th anniversary of Galileo's first use of the telescope will be celebrated beginning April 4, 2009. 
This year has been designated as The International Year of Astronomy (IYA 2009) by the International 
Astronomical Union. As part of a world-wide celebration of this event, the U.S. Naval Observatory is 
sponsoring an Open House on Saturday, 4 April. During that time the Observatory’s telescopes will be 
open for inspection, scientists will explain the mission of USNO’s Master Clock, exhibits display the 
Observatory’s history and present work, and local amateur astronomers will share views through their 
telescopes. The open house coincides with world-wide activities promoted by the IYA, specifically the 
“100 Hours of Astronomy” taking place around the globe from April 2 through April 5. The main goal 
of this effort is to give as many people as possible the opportunity to look through a good-quality 
astronomical telescope.

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WOULD LEONARDO da VINCI BE AN 
AMATEUR RADIO OPERATOR? 


Leonardo da Vinci (April 15, 1452 — May 2, 
1519) was a scientist, mathematician, engineer, 
inventor, anatomist, painter, sculptor, architect, 
botanist, musician and writer. This year, we 
celebrate the 557th anniversary of his birth and 
the 490th of his death at age 67. As a scientist, 
he greatly advanced the state of knowledge in 
the fields of anatomy, civil engineering, optics, 
and hydrodynamics. 


Leonardo was a private person who saw the 
world through curious eyes. He had a keen eye. 


His quick mind led him to make important 
scientific discoveries. Leonard never published 
his ideas. 


Leonardo was a gentle person. He would be a 
political man today. He was a_ vegetarian. 
Leonardo loved animals. He despised war, but 
was responsible for his work as a_ military 
engineer and invented advanced and deadly war 
weapons... - 


He is considered one of the most important 
painters of the Italian Renaissance, but left only a 
handful of completed paintings. Leonardo is 
known as a renaissance man — a polymath. He 
conceptualized a helicopter, a tank, concentrated 
solar power, a calculator, the double hull ship 
and outlined a rudimentary theory of plate 
tectonics. Relatively few of his designs were 
constructed or were even feasible during his 
lifetime. Some of his inventions, such as an 
automated bobbin winder and a machine for 
testing the tensile strength of wire, were 
introduced and manufactured unheralded. 


Now, to answer the question in the title — Yes, 
Leonardo would have licensed as an amateur 
radio operator...and he would contribute to the 
radio art through his curious nature and 
disciplined study. We have in our ranks today’s 
renaissance individuals (they are not all MEN).

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DIGITAL TELEVISION JUNE 12TH 


Congress has extended the deadline for the move 
to over-the-air digital television to June 12, 2009. 
On that date stations will terminate analog 
broadcasts. Some full-power broadcast television 
stations have already stopped broadcasting an 
analog signal. OTVARC had a program in 2008 
on digital television presented by Jim Boyd. 


People who receive their television signal via cable 
or satellite services will continue to receive 
television signals from that source. No additional 
equipment is required. The FCC digital tuner rule 
specifies that as of March 1, 2007, all new TVs had 
to include digital tuners. This rule prohibits the 
manufacture, import, or interstate shipment of any 
device containing an analog tuner, unless it also 
contains a digital tuner. On-the-shelf TVs may still 
be sold! 


You can receive digital television now in the 
Portland metropolitan market. If you watch over- 
the-air television today, you should be able to 
receive all or most of your local stations’ digital 
signals if you have a DTV receiver or converter. 
Due to the "cliff effect" some local signals will be 
more difficult to receive. If you use an indoor 
antenna, you may need to upgrade it to one with 
an amplifier...or use an outdoor antenna. 


Digital television is not JUST high definition 
Television. There are three levels of digital 
television. You may view high definition and 
multicast programming from our local Portland 
stations. The FCC’s special website, www.dtv.gov, 
has more information on digital television. A full 
set of answers to your questions may be found at 
hitp://www.div.gov/needtoknow.html. 


Want to know more? The TERAC program on 
Thursday, April 9th (the night after our club 
meeting) will deal with this subject. Charlie 
Rhodes will present on the subject: "What Hams 
and Broadcasters Can Do to Help Out in this 
Impending Scheduled Emergency” the switch from 
analog to digital. Charlie was Chief Scientist at the 
Advanced Television Systems Committee (ATSC) 
during the development of the Digital Television 
system. The meeting will be held at 7:30 PM, 
TVF&R Training Building, 20665 SW Blanton St., 
Aloha, OR.
